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FOUNDATION 


Loyola  University  School  of  Law  was  established  in  Sep- 
tember, 1908.  From  the  beginning  its  success  has  been  pro- 
nounced, its  graduates  and  former  students  have  taken  place 
among  the  foremost  practitioners  in  their  respective  jurisdic- 
tions. 

The  School  has  its  offices,  library  and  class  rooms  in  the 
Ashland  Block,  on  the  corner  of  Clark  and  Randolph  Streets, 
in  the  center  of  Chicago's  business  district  and  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  of  the  Federal,  State  and  County  Courts. 

ADVANTAGES 

The  location  of  the  School  of  Law  in  Chicago,  the  commer- 
cial and  financial  center  of  the  West,  presents  opportunities 
which  are  unequaled  elsewhere  to  students  who  wish  to  sup- 
port themselves  while  pursuing  their  legal  studies.  When 
seasonable  application  for  employment  is  made,  the  officers  of 
the  school  make  every  effort  to  obtain  suitable  positions  for 
such  students.  The  faculty,  however,  in  every  case  reserves 
the  right  to  supervise  student  employment,  to  the  end  that 
proper  proportion  between  business  and  school  demands  may 
be  maintained. 

Chicago  also  affords  innumerable  advantages  for  the  study 
of  law  in  all  its  branches.  Varied  and  important  litigation  is 
here  being  constantly  carried  on.  Trial  sessions  of  the  Federal 
Courts,  the  Courts  of  Cook  County,  and  the  Municipal  Court 
of  Chicago,  are  held  daily,  thus  affording  to  those  who  have 
leisure  to  attend  opportunity  to  observe  and  study  the  trial 
methods  of  the  leading  lawyers  at  the  Bar  of  Illinois.  Fre- 
quent sessions  of  the  Appellate  Court  of  Illinois,  which  main- 
tains three  branches  in  Chicago,  and  of  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals,  Seventh  Circuit,  at  which  able  law- 
yers from  practically  every  American  jurisdiction  present  oral 
arguments  in  important  cases  likewise  afford  opportunities  of 
incalculable  worth  to  ambitious  law  students. 

The  library  facilities  of  Chicago,  open  to  students  of  the 
professions,  are  unsurpassed.  The  School  of  Law  maintains, 
available  for  constant  use,  a  library  especially  suitable  for 
student  needs.     It  contains  a  choice  collection  of  leading  text 
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books,  commentaries  , statutes,  encyclopedias,  digests  and  legal 
periodicals.  The  collection  of  reports  embraces  the  National 
Reporter  System,  the  reports  of  the  various  states,  and  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  the  several 
publications  of  Selected  Law  reports  and  a  large  collection  of 
English  reports.  The  library  of  the  Chicago  Law  Institute 
is  directly  opposite  the  school  in  the  City  Hall  and  it  is  open 
to  the  students  of  the  school. 

Students  in  the  Law  School  are  admitted  to  the  musical 
and  literary  societies,  to  the  gymnasium  and  athletic  clubs  of 
the  University,  and  to  the  columns  of  its  journal  on  the  same 
basis  as  students  in  other  departments.  Thus  there  is  fostered 
among  the  law  students  a  spirit  productive  of  pride  in  their 
work  and  an  incentive  is  given  to  better  and  more  sustained 
effort. 

AIM— METHOD   OF   INSTRUCTION 

The  aim  of  the  School  of  Law  is  to  give  its  students  a 
thorough  training,  both  theoretical  and  practical  in  all  branches 
of  the  law.  The  course  of  studies  is  so  arranged  as  to  impart 
that  knowledge  of  law  which  is  indispensable  to  students  in 
whatever  jurisdiction  they  may  intend  to  practice. 

Because  the  members  of  the  law  faculty  are  for  the  most 
part  regularly  and  actively  engaged,  either  as  lawyers  or 
judges,  in  the  actual  administration  of  the  law,  it  has  not  been 
deemed  expedient  to  commit  the  School  of  Law  to  the  ex- 
clusive use  of  any  method  of  instruction.  A  faculty  rule,  how- 
ever, requires  that  matter  assigned  for  home  study,  whether 
text  or  adjudicated  cases,  be  first  gone  over  in  lecture  by  the 
professor  who  explains  what  is  obscure  or  difficult  and  illus- 
trates by  practical  example  the  principles  involved.  The  stu- 
dent then  studies  the  assigned  matter  and  at  the  next  class 
session  is  prepared  for  the  recitation  which  is  a  searching  and 
exhaustive  quiz.  The  student,  under  this  practice,  has  ample 
opportunity  of  learning  thoroughly  the  law  on  each  topic: 

First,  from  the  praelectio  or  explanation  of  the  professor. 

Secondly,  from  his  own  study,  and 

Lastly,  from  the  recitation  or  class  discussion. 

TWO  SCHOOLS  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  course  of  instruction  is  carried  out  in  two  distinct 
schools,  namely,  a  Morning  School,  and  an  Evening  School. 
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The  complete  curriculum  is  offered  in  each  School ;  the  Day 
School  course  is  completed  in  three  years  of  thirty-six  weeks 
each;  the  Evening  School  course  is  completed  in  four  years 
of  thirty-six  weeks  each. 

The  Morning  School  requires  fifteen  hours  per  week  of 
lecture,  recitation  and  practice  court  work. 

The  Evening  School  requires  ten  hours  per  week  of  the 
same  work  from  each  class. 

In  addition  to  the  courses  indicated  in  the  schedule  of 
studies,  provisions  will  be  made  each  year  for  courses  of  lec- 
tures and  single  lecture  by  eminent  specialists  in  the  profession. 

While  it  is  unquestionably  desirable,  where  conditions  per- 
mit, that  law  students  should  give  their  entire  time  to  prepara- 
tion for  the  practice  of  the  profession,  still  the  circumstances 
of  many  worthy  and  ambitious  students  make  an  Evening  Law 
School  a  practical  necessity  in  this  country  at  this  time.  While 
the  two  Schools  are  entirely  independent  and  interchange  of 
classes  is  not  permitted,  the  same  studies  are  pursued  and  the 
class  hours  devoted  to  various  topics  are  substantially  equiva- 
lent. The  same  advantages  of  library,  consultation  and  prac- 
tice court  exist  and  the  same  ability  in  professors  is  available 
in  the  Evening  as  in  the  Morning  School. 

The  sessions  of  the  Morning  School  are  held  each  morning 
in  the  week,  except  Saturday  and  Sunday,  from  9  A.  M.  to 
12  M. 

Classes  in  the  Evening  School  are  held  on  Monday,  Tues- 
day, Wednesday  and  Thursday  evenings  from  6:30  P.  M.  to 
9  P.  M. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character  is  required 
of  each  applicant  for  admission  to  the  school,  and  the  right  is 
reserved  to  demand  certifying  letters  based  upon  personal 
acquaintance. 

Morning  Division:  Applicants  for  admission  to  the 
Morning  Division  of  the  School  of  Law  must  be  at  least  eigh- 
teen years  of  age  and  must  present  proof  of  the  successful 
completion  of  two  years  of  collegiate  work  in  a  college  of 
recognized  standing. 

Evening  Division:  Applicants  must  be  at  least  eighteen 
years  of  age  and  must  present  proof,  either  by  way  of  diploma 
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from  an  accredited  High  School,  or  unconditional  matricula- 
tion in  a  college  or  university  in  good  standing,  of  the  comple- 
tion of  a  four  year  high  school  course. 

Advanced  Standing:  Students  who  have  successfully 
pursued  a  portion  of  their  law  course  in  a  law  school  with 
equivalent  courses  and  requirements  may  be  admitted  to  the 
classes  of  the  School  of  Law,  either  of  the  Morning  or  Even- 
ing Division,  upon  proof  of  such  prior  study  in  law  and  upon 
proof  of  preliminary  education  demanded  by  the  entrance 
requirements  of  the  Division  they  seek  to  enter. 

Special    Students :     The    following   persons   will   be   ad- 
mitted to  the  School  as  Special  students : 
•  1.     Holders  of  academic  degrees  in  arts,  litera- 

ture, science  and  philosophy; 

2.     Persons  whose  previous  education  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  Division  they  seek  to  enter. 

Special  courses  must  be  selected  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Dean  and  must  be  pursued  with  the  same  thoroughness  as  in 
the  regular  course.  No  applicant  under  twenty-one  years  of 
age  will  be  received  as  a  special  student  and  in  no  event  will 
a  person  whose  previous  education  does  not  satisfy  the  re- 
quirements of  the  School  of  Law,  be  so  admitted. 

COMBINED  SIX-YEAR  ARTS  AND  LAW  COURSES 

Generally  more  than  six  years  are  required  to  obtain  the 
bachelor's  degree  in  arts  and  science  and  the  degree  in  law, 
but  by  a  proper  selection  of  studies  one  may  take  both  degrees 
in  six  years.  A  student  who  has  junior  or  senior  standing  in 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  may  elect  not  less  than  two 
of  the  first-year  courses  in  law  and  count  credit  therefor  both 
toward  the  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  or 
Bachelor  of  Science  and  toward  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws  (LL.  B.),  or  Doctor  of  Law  (J.  D.). 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  students  must  obtain  the  approval  of 
their  Dean. 

Students  who  are  candidates  for  the  combined  degrees 
must  register  both  in  the  School  of  Law  and  in  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences. 
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POST    GRADUATE    COURSES 

For  the  benefit  of  those  students  who  hold  a  Bachelor  of 
Laws  degree  and  who  wish  to  pursue  their  legal  studies  further 
than  they  are  able  to  do  in  the  undergraduate  years,  graduate 
courses  are  offered  as  follows :

Civil  Procedure  at  Law, 

Equity  Pleading  and  Practice, 

Legal  Sociology  and  Medical  Jurisprudence, 

English  Constitutional  Law, 

Corporation  and  Probate  Practice. 

DEGREES 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.  B.)  is  conferred 
upon  students  who  satisfactorily  complete  the  entire  regular 
course. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Law^  (J.  D.)  is  conferred  upon 
students  who  satisfactorily  complete  the  day  course  and  who 
hold  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  or  its  equivalent  from  an  ac- 
credited school. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  (LL.  M.)  is  conferred 
upon  students  who  hold  a  Bachelor  of  Laws  degree  and  who 
satisfactorily  complete  the  entire  regular  post-graduate  course 
which  is  equivalent  to  one  full  year  of  resident  graduate  work.
